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AUTO-REVIEWING. Last night 
the paragrapher had dream. His 
neighbor, the psychologist, tells him 
that there nothing extraordinary 
about that, that highly probable 
that everybody has 
night. But this dream the paragraph- 
happens remember. found himself sort 
combination department store and college library where 
many persons were moving about. Suddenly was en- 
gaged conversation with widely known priest and 
Ph. who has written sagely subjects social sci- 
ence. And the dream the priest asked the paragrapher, 
“Have you seen latest book?” The paragrapher ad- 
mitted ignorance, but hoped read the book soon, and 
added, should like review such such paper.” 
Now, real life the priest-author—or, indeed, any other 
kind author—in the face such promise (or 
threat?) invariably becomes friendly, cordial, effusive. 
But dream life, seems, things happen otherwise. 
Anyway, this particular dream, the author didn’t wax 
enthusiastic all. “Oh, no,” said, rather coldly and 
hastily, “that will not necessary. write all the re- 
views book myself.” Whereupon, the paragrapher 
awoke with the traditional start. 


Yet wisdom cometh from dreams. And today, the 
relative wide-awakeness the golden afternoon, the frag- 
rance spring and its greenness and its promise every 
little while luring him the open window, the para- 
grapher sits his desk and wonders if, after all, the 
author the dream not considerably wiser than many 
authors the world workaday life. For would 
not good thing get the author’s estimate his 
work—not the conventionally modest estimate sometimes 
expressed the rapidly vanishing, because mostly super- 
fluous, institution the preface—but his real, deliberate, 
honest-to-goodness estimate? Such document would 
worth more than dozens reviews written perfunc- 
torily folks like the paragrapher who probably know 
but little about the subject the book and are not 
position pass judgment with discernment and sym- 
pathy. 

takes really big man indulge auto-reviewing, 
because auto-reviewing must almost necessity com- 
plimentary and only big man—or else extremely 
little one, one too little write even the littlest book 
—usually has the courage give himself compliments. 
Yet the thing has been done. After Thackeray wrote that 
stirring scene “Vanity Fair” which Rawdon Craw- 
ley thrashes the wicked marquis, said have sat 
back and slapped his thigh and shouted aloud, “By George, 
that’s stroke genius!” Which not bad criticism 
And Dryden could conscientiously say his 
“Alexander’s Feast,” “Nobody has written better ode 
and nobody ever will.” Which comes nearer the mark 
than most book reviewing have seen—or done! But 
one the most impressive instances auto-reviewing, 
recent years least, was that furnished the man 
who wrote books over the feminine name “Fiona Mac- 
Leod” and reviewed them, not without enthusiasm, 
his legitimate cognomen William Sharp. 


Applied not merely literature but other aspects 


life, the principle auto-reviewing might indeed lead 
into injudicious practices; but, then again, might 
nothing the kind. Dante’s “Vita Nuova” the sweet- 
est love story the world; the literary well 
the vital sense, exceptionally fine example 
auto-reviewing. Not altogether preposterous was the wish 
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once expressed ingenuous old 
monk being one the mourners 
his own funeral, listening the 
eulogy and counting the carriages. 
All autobiographies are specimens 
auto-reviewing; and autobiographies 
are either very excellent very 
worthless—there middle way. The paragrapher 
thinks St. Augustine, John Stuart Mill, Cardinal New- 
man and “the Little Flower,” and nods; and then thinks 
Cellini and Gibbon and Colley Cibber and James 
Huneker, and shakes his head. Well, well! 

religious good deal auto-reviewing dur- 
ing the three examinations conscience make daily, 
and during the annual retreat. And teachers, 
really know what are about, practice auto-review- 
ing, too. fact, might even said that the teacher 
who not his own best critic really not salt. 
see ourselves others see not unmixed 
blessing; but always highly desirable see our- 
selves see ourselves. reflection, gentle reader, 
you may discover that that statement not nearly 
nonsensical seems be., 

And meanwhile the paragrapher vaguely wonders 
will have another dream tonight.

assigns four reasons why mathematics, quite aside from 
the utilitarian bearings the subject, taught our 
schools: Because mathematics develops the imagina- 
tion; Because mathematics trains the logical faculty; 
Because mathematics develops the habit accuracy and 
the power observation; Because mathematics incul- 
cates precision the use language. 

When the teacher mathematics fails—and often 
does fail—to make the subject vitally and fruitfully edu- 
cational, generally due two causes: slave 
text-books; and exclusively concerned with the 
bread-and-butter aspects the subject. the 
never thinks about real education all; simply 
series operations; and the results are necessarily ma- 
chine-made products. the second case, obsessed 
with the importance knowledge mathematics 
money-making factor; wants his pupils learn the 
subject order “get good job”; and forgets—if 
ever knew—that the ability secure livelihood 
not the most important aspect education. 

Let take Mr. Mayo’s four points and meditate 
them. Let strive realize those four objectives 
our teaching fractions differential calculus. Let 
us, tmorrow’s lesson, try make the teaching 
mathematics means developing the pupils’ imagina- 
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tions. must think the thing out and see how can 
best done. next week, concentrate mathe- 
matics means training the logical faculty,. and 
on. Then shall real teachers. Meanwhile, the 
text-book will continue good tool; and the bread- 
and-butter phase the matter will attend itself. Seek 
first the disciplinary, the educational value your sub- 
ject, and the utilitarian by-product will added unto you.

The dawn the time for 
projects, for resolutions, for the birth action.” 


MAKING MUCH LITTLE. not induce 
our pupils eradicate undesirable habits when attack 
those habits tooth and nail—especially when they are only 
undesirable habits and not really and essentially evil ones. 
You are not going inculcate habits cleanliness 
boy acting and speaking though dirty finger nails 
were token eternal damnation. And besides, you 


will often find yourself position where, save ap-

The argument for such use school property 
serves some attention. Social reformers have frequently 
attempted convince the people large that school 
buildings are now used wastefully because they are not 
used more. Here are “plants,” they argue, conveniently 
located which are “operated” less than six hours day 
producing “education.” They belong all the people, 
whom the adults well the infants need education 
various kinds. Why should not these plants oper- 
ated longer, used places general assembly for all 
kinds purposes? not waste that they are not 
used? This argument ignores the fact that school 
buildings erected the general cost can rightly used 
only for the sort education which admitted all 
the people universal need. this country the 
majority people has discovered that the education 
children such need. These politicians conveniently 
forget that there such agreement with respect 
the universal need knowledge the ideas merely 
groups citizens known political parties. These ideas 
are highly controversial. some groups the ideas 
other groups are regarded such arrant and destructive 
folly not worth the slightest attention. 


the schools are given over political parties 
any collection cranks anarchists could call them- 
selves political party and get the use the schools 
preach their schemes for the overthrow all recog- 
nized authority. They are harping the fact that these 
expensive plants lie idle for most the time and the 
dear people should have the use them. The church 
building not idle plant because not used for 
prize fights week days when not used for religious 
purposes. The one saving feature our public school 
system that the state has confined its efforts along very 
conservative lines. citizens who are fearful any 
abuse public institutions should keep watch 
dangerous experiment.

the other, that the finest and 
rarest and most sublime expres- 
sions the religious spirit very 
frequently take poetic form. 

rom the world’s great poetry 

His mundane creation itself; and brief the flight the

enthusiasm and moral truth. Religion aids the pro- 

duction and the enjoyment poetry; and poetry aids 
the formulation and the practice religion. 


These are obvious truths, all but truisms. Yet two 
causes tend blind the eyes some the inter- 
dependence religion and poetry. The first cause 
irreligious propaganda. Among usually the 
light and flashy gender, are found men who seek, 
sometimes sadly, sometimes blatantly, deny the validity 
religious phenomena life itself; and consequence 
they find themselves substantially coerced into attempt- 
ing explain away the religious element literature. 
All criticism, the brilliant Anatole France has pointed 
out, essentially the poet not likely 
find literature what from his personal 
conception human life. And accordingly, the critic 
regards religion actual life dream, delusion, 
superstition, not likely deeply impressed with 
the manifestations religion that finds the 
for example, the poems Francis Thompson. Religion 
him means nothing intimate, nothing vital, nothing 
supremely important; and his comments litera- 
ture, made his capacity writer teacher, dis- 
misses the religious note poetry with either shrug 
curse, according the temperamental leanings 
his irreligious convictions. 


The second cause the failure perceive the inter- 
dependence religion and poetry is, among Catholics, 
even more common. Religion has inspired some the 
grandest poems the world; has 
also inspired some the sorriest drivel. Well meaning 
but utterly incompetent men and women—poets neither 
born nor made—have time and again sought record 
their religious reactions verse. Now, while fault 
may found with their religious concepts and emotions, 
grave exception may taken the expression those 
concepts and emotions. man may altogether ortho- 
dox and edifyingly devout, and yet evolve poem that 
fearfully and wonderfully made. Witness the verses 
sometimes appearing religious magazines, witness the 
conventional obituary ode, witness many the hymns 
embalmed standard hymnals. If, and this not 
utterly improbable assumption, our experience religious 
poetry has been confined mainly such very reliigous 
but lamentably unliterary poetical effusions, not 
surprising that should form the opinion that religion 
does not constitute fit subject for poetical treatment. 


our pupils fail recognize the interdependence 
religion and poetry, they fail perceive that religion

aid poetry and that poetry aid religion, 
teachers face the task removing from their eyes 
the scales misunderstanding and prejudice. And this 
can two ways: First, can prove, from 
general survey the world’s supreme poems, that the 
religious element has eben stressed the greatest and 
most enduring the poets; and secondly, can show, 
from similar survey the distinctly religious books 
the the spirit religion has demanded 
poetical expression and embodiment. 


The gods hover above the field Troy; the gods are 
actively concerned the wanderings Aeneas. The 
metrical romances are deeply religious form and 
content; and essentially religious theme and prevail- 
ingly religious treatment characterize Dante’s “Divina 
Commedia” and Milton’s “Paradise Lost.” The religious 
note great measure explains the poetical excellence 
Browning and Tennyson, and great measure ex- 
plains the poetical limitations Keats and Byron. The 
presence religious convictions goes far elevate 
moderate talent, the case Longfellow; the ab- 
sence religious convictions goes far negative the 
claims exceptional talent, the case Leopardi. 
dependable and all-embracing interpretation when ig- 
nores what every age the world the vast majority 
men, and the vast majority thinking men, have re- 
garded the most important aspect life. 


Within reach write are two compact re- 
ligious libraries. One collection fourteen volumes 
called, “The Sacred Books and Early Literature the 
other the Holy Bible. these two li- 
braries—for the Bible really library and not book 
—we have the quintessence the religious expression 
the human race. And have but open almost 
any these books random discover that the relig- 
ious experience the race, particularly, but not exclu- 
sively, its emotional manifestations, demands and 
achieves poetical form. Poetry exceptional force 
and beauty are the Egyptian hymns, dating from 1600 
525 C., like “To Aton, the Creator” and “To 
Sole God”; and poetry, too, the poignantly beau- 
tiful Twenty-Second Psalm and the sublime introductory 
passage the Fourth Gospel. Religion, rightly under- 
stood, touches the human heart more profoundly than 
any other aspect life; and what thus profoundly touches 
the human heart craves poetical expression. 


theory should pressed beyond its proper limits; 
and so, while are justified insisting the inter- 
dependence religion and poetry, must not confuse 
the issue assuming that poetry and religion are co- 
extensive. poem may true poem, and yet possess 
religious element; such poem Keats’s “On First 
Looking Into Chapman’s Homer.” And manifestation 
religious truth may every respect authentic 
utterance and yet bear approximation poetry; 
book dogmatic theology, for example, could hardly 
mistaken for book poems. And, similarly, just 
—Matthew Arnold the contrary notwithstanding— 
poetry sense substitute for religion, religion 
sense substitute for poetry. Interdependence 
does not imply identity, similarity function; but 
does imply vital relationship and common field 
activity. 

The vital relationship religion and poetry inheres 
the illuminating truth that both are manifestations God, 
that both are avenues approach unto God. Poetry 
essentially appeal the emotions man, especially 
his thirst for fineness, for sublimity for beauty. Now, 
God Infinite Beauty. Ultimately, the reason why 
human beings need poetry, why make poetry, why 
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seek poetry consolation and delight, summarized 
the immortal—and eminently poetical—words St. 
Augustine: “Thou hast made for Thyself, and our 
heart restless ever till rest Thee.” The beauty 
the great poem caught from the Ideal Beauty; 
reflection, necessarily fleeting and imperfect, the Face 
the Creator. 


And religion likewise manifestation, reflection 
God. more extensive than poetry, since responds, 
not merely our human craving for beauty, but also and 
with equal fullness, our craving for knowledge and our 
zest for action. Most ennoreous views the nature and 
functions religion are inadequate rather than perverted. 
Thus, one man conceives religion solely dogma, 
something intellectual; another, something solely emo- 
tional; another, something solely volitional. Religion, 
rightly understood, appeals the whole man, man 
knowing, man feeling, man willing. reflec- 
tion God—now God Knowledge and Law, now 
God Love and Beauty, now God Creative 
Force and Infinite Activity. 


Though diverse function, religion and poetry have 
common field operation; and that common field 
human nature. Both are, each its own sphere, lights 
and guides and inspirations man. And often they 
supplement and confirm and reinforce each other; that 
what meant their interdependence. 


that mutual aid, that interdependence, have 
Catholic theology and Catholic literature most felici- 
tious illustration. the one hand learned Dominican 
monk, man exceptionally gifted intellect and excep- 
tionally favored with opportunities scholarly research, 
compiles masterly theological treatise, compendium 
what the Church teaches her capacity the repre- 
sentative God and Teacher Mankind. The result 
the “Summa” St. Thomas Aquinas. the other 
hand, equally learned layman, man extraordinary 
emotional temper, man privileged love ideally and 
suffer much, evolves poetical masterpiece, vast 
cathedral song beneath whose vaulted arches succeed- 
ing generations men may find inspiration and sur- 
cease. The the “Divina Commedia” Dante. 
Both works are massive works. Both are directly and 
intimately concerned with the life man, with the vision 
sin, with the nature love, with the relations God 
the works His hands. One the highest achieve- 
ment theology, the science religion; the other 
the highest achievement poetry. 


The interdependence the “Summa” St. Thomas 
and the “Divina Commedia” Dante typical the 
interdependence the interdependence religion and 
poetry. For the student St. Thomas, would 
adequately appreciate his text, must sedulously peruse the 
“Divina Commedia’;; and the student Dante, 
any but superficial sense student all, must 
construct, for the elucidation the poem, elaborate 
series footnotes from the “Summa.” Let content 
ourselves with two specific instances. 


Assume that theological student investigating St. 
Thomas’s teachings regarding the Sacrament Penance. 
will there find substantially all that the Catholic 
Church holds concerning contrition, confession and satis- 
faction. will find satisfying intellectual statement 
orthodox theology. And now let him turn the 
“Purgatorio,” especially the ninth canto, wherein Dante, 
with Virgil—symbolic human reason—as his guide, 
draws nigh the gate Purgatory, mounts the three 
steps the adamantine threshold, and listens the 
explanation given the angel concerning the power 
the keys. There the theological student may find noth- 
ing new; but will find what already knows illumi- 
nated poetry, truth transfused with emotion. And 
what knows will hereafter know new way. 


And assume that literary student wrestling with 
the sixteenth canto the “Purgatorio,” that digest- 
ing best can the pregnant and sublime discourse 
Marco Lombardo free will. Despite his best in- 
tentions, despite his most earnest efforts, his impressions

WORK THE BUREAU EDUCATION THE 
NATIONAL CATHOLIC WELFARE COUNCIL. 


MONAHAN, Director. 


The Catholic School Journal, 
tained announcements the 
opening the Bureau Edu- 
cation the National Catholic 
Welfare Council, whose func- 
tions are largely service 
clearing house informa- 
tion concerning Catholic edu- 
cation and advisory 
agency Catholic educators. 
establishing this bureau, 
the National Catholic Welfare 
Council has but followed steps 
already taken many other 
Nearly all the older Ameri- 
Mr. churches regard education 
one their functions, and many them have estab- 
lished and are conducting schools and colleges. Ap- 
proximately twenty-five have Central Boards Educa- 
tion look after the interests their educational ef- 
Some these have administrative functions; the 
majority, however, are advisory only. recent state- 
ment the work the board education the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church contained the official report: 


“In its advisory relation the educational institutions 
the church, the board has many duties 
aids these institutions meet the standards modern 
scholastic efficiency and endeavors promote coun- 
sel and cooperation true connectional spirit that the 
church’s educational program may scientific, far- 
sighted, and wise. promotes the cause 
education throughout the church collecting and pub- 
lishing statistics. provides religious care and 
instruction for large number Methodist young peo- 
ple state and other independent schools. 
acts clearing house educational news and infor- 
mation maintains teachers’ bureau where 
competent instructors register, and their qualifications are 
placed record for the administrative officers col- 
leges and schools.” 


The National Catholict Welfare Council Bureau Edu- 
cation has larger field work than any other the 
church boards. early two million Catholic children are 
Catholic schools; over one and half million them 
are approximately six thousand parish schools under 
the direction the parish priests and the bishops the 
dioceses which they are located. The others are 
colleges, academies, seminaries and other schools, usually 
under the management one the very large number 
religious orders. approximately one-half the 
dioceses, diocesan school superintendents, representing 
their bishops, are directing many the developments 
the parish schools. the other dioceses develop- 
ments rest almost wholly with each parish Among 
the religious orders conducting schools there little def- 
inite connection. The result that the schools 
the United States are largely individual schools rather 
than part system. This makes the need for cen- 
tral clearing house greater. Its influence will come not 
through “control” functions, but through assistance and 
encouragement local efforts, initiation, experimentation, 
and development and through information the best 
that others are doing. 


well emphasize that the bureau education 
can have control any way over the Catholic schools 
the country. Each bishop must responsible for the 
schools his diocese; each superior religious order 
must for the schools his order. At- 
tention invited the remarkable influence for the 
improvements schools held the United States Bureau 
Education through research, investigations, distribu- 
tion information, and advice. The hierarchy the 
Catholic Church has opposed consistently the passage 
any Federal legislation which would create United 
States Department, Bureau, Education that could 


control the school systems, either directly 
legislative functions, indirectly through subsidies 
the states. has done this the ground that cen- 
tralized control would disastrous the development 
public education the United States, which has come 
from local pride, local initiation, local rivalry, experimen- 
tation, etc. The same objections federalizing the pub- 
lic school system would apply equally any attempt 
centralize authority over the Catholic schools. 


There are several services that the Bureau Educa- 
tion will undertake addition those stated previously 
The Journal. One assistance the development 
distinctive Catholic education which must include not 
only secular instruction and religious instruction, but 
definite co-relation the two. One the great influ- 
ences the development Catholic schools has been 
always the desire keep pace with the public schools 
their secular instruction, adding, course, religious 
instruction. the whole may stated that they 
are doing well the work done the public schools; also 
that they are providing efficient instructions religion, 
and have put the child religious environment. Much 
less successful, however, have been the attempts de- 
Nelop proper co-relation the so-called “common 
school subjects” and the religious subjects. They have, 
for instance, taught history, using text-books acceptable 
the Catholic Church, and have shown the part that 
the church has had the development the world’s 
affairs.

David Adolphe Artz, modern Dutch painter, was born 
The Hague 1837. After studying the Academy 
Amsterdam, went Paris, where studied for eight years 
under various artists, and then returned The Hague where 
continued live and work. was also pupil Mol- 
linger, and considered himself pupil Israels, although 
was never under that artist’s direction, nor did work 
his studio. likely enough that took Israels his 
model and looked for his subjects the same general direc- 
tion. Having far less feeling and sentiment than Israels, 
more bent telling story. always considered how 
might make himself best understood the ordinary spec- 
tator and how might please those who are content find 
picture simple story told. painted both 
oil and water colors, while his subjects are principally scenes 
from rustic life. “delighted the delicate bloom 
autumn, pale gray meadows with thin grass, over which there 
arches gray, pallid sky, tremulous with light noon-day 
stillness and paths losing themselves the wide gray-green 
plains through which they wind lazily with long-drawn 
curve, loamy ditches, where silvery spotted thistles and faint 
yellow autumn flowers raise their heads parched and thirsty. 
Potato gatherers, shepherd girls and children play enliven 
these wide, sad levels.”

Glasgow 1874 and four years later the same city three 
others were exhibition.

course everybody has heard the cuckoo—the 
the little wooden bird which sticks its head out Swiss 
clocks and calls “Cuckoo, cuckoo!” the hour comes round 
Nearly everybody, too, has heard its curious habit 
laying its eggs other birds’ nests, where they are hatched 
out due time and once proceed shove their foster- 
brothers and sisters out the nest, and then grow fat the 
provender gathered for the entire nestful. this country, 


however, one has ever seen this done, for the simple 
reason that the American cuckoo has not learned this splen- 
did scheme making other people discharge his family 
duties for him, that practice being exclusive privilege 
his European brother. 


While the American cuckoos not confide the care 
their offspring entirely strangers, they (as good many 
humans do) make the eldest their flock play nurse the 
younger ones. The hen cuckoo lays her eggs week more 
apart; soon the first hatched, the parent birds begin 
feed most assiduously. Before the second egg hatched, 
week later, the first birdling almost large enough 
cover the remaining eggs and aid keeping them warm 
and hatching them. Each youngster expected help 
mother the next comer until the nest full.

Morton, who admits looking for some person who can 
into the factories and mills and come out with melodies 
that are purely industry. 


“The popular music today idealizes and exalts, not 
industry and achievement, but idleness, sensuality, prodi- 
gality. Glance over any collection modern music. Most 
just sweet repose, too insipid stimulate anyone 
the work that makes the world. chance any occupa- 
tion glorified, war travel, the hunt the dance 
the revel. The musician has gotten away from life. 
has contact with the experiences the common man. 
His strains are soaring off into space and are doing nothing 
turn the wheels the world’s progress. 


“The musician must bring his precious material into the 
cross reference with the needs every-day life. This 
not belittling his profession minimizing his productions; 
the contrary, both are magnified. 


“When the man industry hears the wheels his 
machinery sing and interprets the noise and the din the 
shop terms music, will have industrial music. Then, 
and only then. 

“And when have this music will have harmony 
industry,” continued, the olden times used 
attune their hand looms the lyrics their calling, but 
the spinning song now out date. the vast woolen 
and cotton mills today out place. For scientific 
agriculture the old plantation melodies are not adaptable; 
stokers the liner’s engine room deck hands oil 
tanker not respond the barcarolle. Roller process mills 
fail chime with the rollicking ditties the jolly miller, 
and the village blacksmith can sing role the great 
ensemble automobile factory.

NEW ORLEANS 


Bienville, the French governor the tract land then 
called Louisiana, selected the site for New Orleans and made 
the capitol. saw that city located the mouth 
the Mississippi river would become great commercial port.

the War 1812 New Orleans was the scene 
brilliant attack, but Andrew Jackson saved the city. 

During the Civil War Louisiana was one the states 
secede from the Union, which made New Orleans confed- 
erate city with command the Mississippi river. The city 
was protected the Confederate fleet and great cable 
was stretched across the river. The Union fleet, under David 
Farragut, kept attack upon the city for six days and 
nights, finally deciding break the cable. The steamer 
Itasca rushed upon the cables and when they broke the 
Union boats started the river under the heavy fire from 
the forts. They succeeded landing forces and taking 
possession the city. 

The old historic part New Orleans lies northeast 
the Canal street and this French quarter the French lan- 
guage still spoken and many French customs observed. 

The narrow streets and the old-fashioned brick buildings 
with their iron verandas, are very picturesque. Today the 
old courtyards, where flowers bloomed, fountains splashed 
and happy children played, are neglected and state 
more less dilapidation.

THE CARDINAL 


WILLIAM DUTCHER Audubon Leaflet 


The Cardinal one that group large finches called 
Grosbeaks, that is, “great beaks;” and among the most 
brilliant American birds. The name refers its color, 
which that deep red, somewhat less vivid than scarlet, that 
distinguishes the cassock cardinal—an ecclesiastic 
high rank the Roman More generally, however, 
the bird called Redbird, some places Winter Red- 
bird; and known Europe, and among dealers 
cage-birds, the Virginia Nightingale. James Lane Allen, 
the title his novel, “The Kentucky Cardinal,” has 
spread this grosbeak’s fame all over the English-reading 
world. 

The Cardinal’s most prominent features are—a very large, 
strong bill, conspicuous crest, which may erected 
depressed will; short, rounded wings, and long 
The female, while not conspicuous her mate, clad 
rich brown, with just enough red light well. They 
are, indeed, handsome pair. The plumage remains much 
the same all seasons the year. 


Habitat 


Cardinals are not migratory, but remain all the year round 
wherever they are found; and this means all over the south- 
ern half the United States. The northern limit the 
range the species approximately the fortieth parallel 
latitude far west the dry plains, where the limit turns 
south through Texas northern Mexico. the remote 
Southwest, and thence through Mexico the 
species represented several subspecies showing greater 
intensity color than even our birds may boast. 

Here and there, however, Cardinals have made their home 
north the line described, for example, the parks 
New York City, encouraged protection and plentiful food; 
and they have occasionally been noted far north Nova 
Scotia and southern Ontario. Some these far wanderers 
were probably escaped cage-birds. Alexander Wilson says 
his “American Ornithoiogy,” which was published 1828: 
“This one our most common cage-birds, and very 
generally known, not only North America, but even 
Europe; numbers them having been carried over France 
and England, which last country they are usually called 
Virginia Nightingales.” 


Once Cage-Bird 

true that former times, and until recently, large 
numbers Cardinals were caught traps, were taken 
from the nest when young, and sold bird-dealers 
sent foreign countries cage-birds; but this traffic has 
now been stopped, owing the generous efforts the Na- 
tional Association Audubon Societies. The Audubon Law, 
which now force all the States where the Cardinal 
found, prohibits all traffic these birds, and forbids their 
being shipped from any State. 

The Cardinal too beautiful and valuable bird 
confined within the narrow limits of.a cage, where its splendid 
spirit soon broken its unavailing attempts escape. 
Mrs. Olive Thorne Miller, one her popular sketches 
bird-life, says captive Cardinal: “He cynic, mor- 
ose and crusty.” Such character cannot attributed 
the Cardinal when liberty. Its wild, free song, its 
restless activity and its boldness, are the antitheses de- 
pressed cage-captive. Even when receives the best care 
from its human jailer, still prisoner confined space 
small that never has opportunity stretch its wings 
flight, nor can ever bathe the bright sunshine view 
the blue skies above it. The whispering the winds through 
the sylvan shades lost the captive forever. strange 
that the nature this wild, free spirit changes?

Audubon’s Joy the Song 


John James Audubon’s book, “American Ornithological 
Biography,” found the present day only the largest 
libraries, and consequently inaccessible many readers 
that Audubon’s description the song the Cardinal may 
well quoted full: 

song first loud and clear, resembling the finest 
sounds produced the flageolet, and gradually descends 
into marked and continued cadences, until dies away 
the air around. During the love season the song emitted 
with increased emphasis this proud musician, who 
aware his powers, swells his throat, spreads his rosy tail. 
droops his wings, and leans alternately the right and left, 
the eve expiring with delight the delicious 
sounds his own voice. Again and again are those melodies 
repeated, the bird resting only intervals breathe. They 
may heard from long before the sun gilds the eastern 
horizon the period when the blazing orb pours down its 
noonday floods light, driving the birds the 
coverts seek repose for while. Nature again invigorated, 
the musician recommences his song, when, had never 
strained his throat before, makes the whole neighborhood 
resound, nor ceases until the shades evening close around 
him. 

Day after day the song the Redbird beguiles the weari- 
ness his mate she assiduously warms her eggs; and 
times she also assists with the modesty her gentler sex. 
Few individuals our own race refuse their homage and 
admiration the sweet songster. How pleasing it, when, 
clouded sky, the woods are rendered dark that, were 
not for occasional glimpse clear light falling between 
the trees, you might imagine night hand, while you are 
yet far distant from your home, how pleasing have your 
ear suddenly saluted the well-known notes this favorite 
bird, assuring you peace around, and the full hour that 
still remains for you pursue your walk security! How 
often have enjoyed this pleasure, and how often, due 
humbleness hope, trust that may enjoy again!

winter headquarters; and dish food set out for was 
regularly visited the Cardinal three four times day.

addition the great esthetic value its song and plum- 
age, the Cardinal has another important character which 
should endear the husbandman. natural food 
varied, consisting wild fruits, such grapes, mulberries, 
cedar-berries, and the seeds grasses and many species 
weeds; but beetles, grasshoppers, crickets, flies, ants and 
their larvae, and other insects, mostly injurious sorts, are 
eaten are fed its young. especially fond rose- 
bugs.

SOME ERRORS GEOGRAPHY TEACHING 


Parking, George Peabody College for Teachers 


exaggeration say that per cent the geog- 
raphy teachers our public schools have never had sys- 
tematic course geography given our better normal 
schools and universities. And since the teachers who taught 
these teachers had had similar preparation for their geog- 
raphy teaching there are extant our teaching many errors 
that have come down from past generations. spite 
many excellent texts geography now general use such 
errors are likely persist until every teacher who teaches 
geography required have adequate preparation. Such 
preparation subject highly technical and broad 
geography cannot secured less than one full year 
our best normal schools. amount methods courses 
geography can atone for the errors the past neglecting 
this most vital subject our curriculum. What needed 
solid content work. 


the brief space permitted this article only few 
the more common errors may discussed. 

Climate frequently thought only temperature. The 
climate place includes the temperature, pressure, mois- 
ture (rainfall and humidity), sunshine, and winds. 

Another common error concerns the influence the Gulf 
Stream the climate Europe. The statement often 
made that “the Gulf Stream warms Europe” “gives Europe 
warmer climate.” more correct statement the influ- 
ence would follows: Winds off the Gulf Stream Drift 
moderate the temperature western Europe over which they 
blow, making cooler summer and warmer winter 
than lands farther east the same latitude. These winds 
not only moderate the temperatures but bring moist air 
the continent. This moist air tends prevent extremes 
temperature and also gives western Europe much rain. 

The trade winds are thought many teachers and stu- 
dents blowing from 23% degrees toward the equator. 
Although winds are due differences pressure, and tem- 
perature influences pressure, and the tropics (23% and 
equator) bound the Torrid Zone, there connection 
between the tropics Cancer and Capricorn and the wind 
belts. The Northeast Trades blow from high pressure cen- 
ters about degrees north the equator, and the South- 
east Trades blow equatorward from similar centers about 
degrees south. These high pressure centers are therefore 
not the tropics.

well known generalization, and scientifically sound, 
that the windward sides the highlands and mountains re- 
ceive more rain than the lee sides.

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GAMES FOR SCHOOL AND PLAYGROUND

Games are here classified according their physiological 
and psychological value. 


AUTOMOBILE RACE (General Activity) 


This schoolroom game played with most the class 
sitting, being relay race between alternate rows. The first 
child each alternate row, signal from the teacher, 
leaves his seat the right side, runs forward around his seat 
and then the rear, completely encircling his row seats, 
until his own again reached. soon seated, 
the child next behind him encircles the row seats, starting 
the front the right side and running the rear the 
left side. This continues until the last child has encircled 
the row and regained his seat. The row wins whose last 
piayer first seated. The remaining alternate rows then 
play, and last the two winning rows may compete for the 
championship. 

The interest may increased calling the race inter- 
national one, the teacher providing small flags different 
nations, the children may cut and paint these paper. 
The first child each row chooses the country will repre- 
sent the selection flag the beginning the game. 
This places the rear desk, and held aloft the 
last plafer when regains his seat, indicating that his 
country has come first, second, etc., the automobile race. 


SQUIRREL GAME (Sense Perception) 
(Material: Nut) 


Children blind their eyes with head upon their desk, and 
one hand open perceive nut which one child, the “squir- 
rel,” drops into it. The child who receives the nut then runs 
after the “squirrel” and tries catch him before reaches 
his seat. caught becomes the “squirrel,” and the 
games. goes on. 

BUZZ (Quiet Game) 

One the players starts the game saying, “one,” the 
next player says “two,” the next “three,” etc., until the num- 
ber “seven” reached, when the word “buzz” substituted 
for it. The next player says “eight,” and mul- 
tiple seven, such foyrteen, twenty-one, twenty-eight, 
etc., each which the word “buzz” should used instead 
the right number. The word “buzz” also substituted 
for any number which the word seven occurs, even though 
should not multiple, such seventeen, etc. When 
seventy reached, the counting proceeds 
“buzz-two,” etc., and seventy-seven When- 
ever player says number instead “buzz” says “buzz” 
the wrong place, calls out wrong number must 
pay forfeit and start the game over again saying “one.” 

The game may also played having each player who 
misses drop from the game. Where this done, and the 
player retains his seat but silent, the game becomes even 
more confusing for the players who remain. 


FOLLOW THE LEADER (Imitation) 


The children represent the activities which they sing 
while marching standing the aisles. They sing the 
tune “Here Around the Mulberry Bush.”

This the way bake bread, etc., 

This the way clap our hands, etc., 

This the way bow you, 

This the way sweep our floor, etc., 

This the way brush our clothes, etc.,

This the way shoot our guns, “Bang, Bang, Bang.” 


FOX AND RABBIT (General Activity) 
(Material: Two Bean Bags) 

white bean bag may used for the “rabbit” and 
red one for the “fox.” One child the circle given the 
“rabbit,” which sends around the circle passing 
the child next him, and on. The latter must reach the 


child’s hands from which started before the “fox” over- 
takes it. The players sometime forget that “fox” coming, 
after the “rabbit” and not help along. Attention and 
co-operation are called into play. 


BLACKBOARD RELAY 


given this game adapted grammar (sentence con- 
struction and punctuation). may made correlate 
with almost any school subjects, arithmetic, geography, 
history, etc. 

The class seated with even number pupils each 
row. piece crayon given the last players each 
row, all whom given signal run forward and write 
the blackboard the front the room word suitable 
begin sentence. Upon finishing the word each player 
returns once his seat, handing the crayon does 
the player next front him. This second player 
once runs forward and writes one word after the first 
one, which must bear suitable relation. this way, 
each player the row adds the sentence being written 
his own row, the last player being required write 
word that shall complete the sentence, and add punctua- 
tion marks. 


The points scored are for speed (the first row finish 
scoring the maximum, and the others proportionately the 
order finishing), for spelling, for writing and for 
grammatical construction, capitals and punctuation. The row 
wins which scores the highest number points. 


LOOKOUT FOR THE BEAR (General Activity) 


Any number children can play this game. One chosen 
the bear, and hides some part the room 
playground, while the rest with their backs turned are stand- 
ing the goal. soon the children have counted 
100 aloud they all scatter look for the “bear.”

Dr. Thomas O’Hagan are the three great repre- 
sentatives the Greek drama; and, that its laws are laid 
down the three Unties Time, Place and Action, 
set forth Aristotle. 


The Roman dramatists were but imitators the Greek. 
truth, speaking general terms, Roman civilization did 
not produce great art, unless the poetry Ovid, 
Horace, Virgil, could considered such. The 
Romans were practical people—colony planters—law 
givers. The three chief Roman dramatists, Plautus, Ter- 
ence and Seneca—the latter born Spain—belonged 
the low rank society; and the Roman stage might well 
designated low, vulgar and brutal. actor who 
payment Rome forfeited his rights citizen- 
ship. 

The Passion Play the Middle Ages from which the 
modern drama takes its rise, sprang from the liturgical 
service the Catholic Church. The Good Friday Service, 
which Christ, Pilate and the mob are represented, gives 
one excellent idea the Mediaeval Passion Play. 
writer tells that the primitive Passion (play) drama 
was simply the lowering the Crucifix, Good Friday, 
and the laying beneath the altar, and the 
raising again, with anthems rejoicing, the 
Festival the Resurrection. 

The Miracle Play was first represented solely the 
clergy, but later its presentation passed into the hands 
laymen. The Miracle Passion Plays date from the 
early centuries, Passion Play being ascribed St. 
Gregory Nazienzen early the fourth century. 


have already indicated that the drama had origin 
the foot the altar. The Church endeavored all 
times purify the amusements the people; and while 
she condemned certain character players and excluded 
them from the sacraments, she never condemned the 
dramatic instinct did the Puritans England. the 
impressive and beautiful liturgy the Mass, the dram- 
atization the central mystery the Christian faith 
was effected, action, pantomime, and music. 


Throughout the Middle Ages, and almost the 
time the advent Shakespere, these Miracle Plays, 
Moralities and Mysteries, were represented England. 
York, Chester and Coventry were the central points for 
their presentation. They were first presented, within the 
Church; then the Churchyard; and finally they were 
enacted kind moving platform. 


Here let note, too, that the grotesque had found 
place among the beautiful carvings Chapter house and 
Choir so, under the ample canopy the old Miracle Play 
comedy grew the very side tragedy. 

Chaucer writes: 

“Sometimes show his lightness and maistrie 
plaieth Herod scaffold hie.” 

Humor was often introduced into the Miracle Plays 
representation characters. For instance, Judas was al- 
ways represented with red beard and yellow robe; Cain 
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was always accompanied his ploughboy; and Noah was 
represented having much trouble persuading his wife 
enter the ark. 


was through their fidelity life even their crude 
and rude representation the tragic and comic elbowing 
each other that the Miracle Plays made possible the 
dramas Shakespeare where comedy and tragedy exist 
side side such plays Hamlet and Macbeth. 
national theatres, the two that owe most the in- 
fluence the Plays the Middle Ages are the 
theatres England and Spain. The Miracle Play was the 
training school the romantic drama, and, with its 
tremendous theme and mighty religious passion, certainly 
prepared the way during five centuries for the Elizabethan 
stage.. 

Even during the tenth century, which known the 
“starless century,” the legends Saints continued 
dramatized within Benedictine cloisters. German nun, 
Hroswitha Gandersheim, Saxony, who was known 
the Christian Sappho, wrote several dramas merit. 


France the dramatic the people did not 
come under the influence the Miracle Morality Play 
asin England. follows the classical methods Greece, 
and followed closely, the three unities Aristotle. 
Hence, the French drama, have pure tragedy and 
pure comedy; but never tragedy and comedy mingled 
some the plays Shakespeare. 


Neither Italy nor Germany has created theatre equal 
that Shakespeare Calderon. Perhaps the former, 
inheriting the realism gladiatorial combats the am- 
phitheatres, and lacking the unity great national life, 
during the creative era the drama, felt impulse to- 
wards the creation great national drama; while the 
latter was late its dramatic awakening; for not till 
the time Goethe and Schiller, the close the 
Eighteenth Century, did national drama take creative 
form Germany. the two chief dramatists have 
been Alfieri and Goldoni. may well add here 
that only improvised comedy Italy really national. 


The rise the drama Spain coeval with her 
national greatness, two great dramatic 
literature, being Lopez Vega and Calderon. The former 
the author fifteen hundred plays, and the latter 
known the “Spanish Shakespeare.” Both had been 
soldiers their youth, Lopez Vega having sailed the 
Invincible Armada. 

Critics sometimes Calderon’s “Life 
Dream,” the Spanish “Hamlet,” and its philosophy 
greater work than Shakespeare’s. Re- 
ferring Calderon’s “The Wonderful which 
has been likened Goethe’s “Faust,” Dr. Skinner, 
scholarly study Spanish literature, writes: ‘The 
Wonderful Magician’ differs radically from the ‘Faust’ 
Goethe though suggesting the latter from beginning 
end. The scene laid the Third Century—in the 
morning Christianity. The controversy the Chris- 
tian not with the old-fashioned skepticism, but with 
the ancient theology the Greeks and Romans. The 
play contains nothing the mediaeval rubbish 
Goethe’s great drama. our day, when the Church has 
combat the revamped superstitions and philosophies 
ancient heathenism, the drama Calderon seems 
more pertinent than that Goethe.” 

The three glorious names the dramatic literature 
France are: Corneille, Racine and Moliere. They all 
belong the extended reign grande monarque— 
Louis XIV. Corneille unequalled master dram- 
atist. has been criticized some being too ora- 
torical; but must confessed that his dramas the 
“Cid” and “Horace” are noble dramatic compositions. 
Racine supplements Corneille and only surpasses his mas- 
ter perfection form. Moliere the most consumate 
master comedy the world has ever known. His chief 
comedies deal with intrigue and character. writer 
telis us, Moliere raised the comedy character out the 
lower sphere caricature. regard Calderon, Shakes- 
peare and Moliere the three greatest world dramatists. 
Each these three geniuses seem wear two faces—the 
one essentially national, the other absolutely human. 

The controversial literature that has grown around the 
discussion whether Shakespeare the author 


the thirty-seven dramas accredited him now very 
considerable. not intend enter upon any its 
phases here. Very probably the world will always 
divided upon this point. Personally, seem sto al- 
most impossible believe that William Shakespeare 
humble origin—his father could not sign his name—born 
and educated the hamlet Stratford-on-the-Avon, 
where attended the grammar school, from the age 
seven fourteen, could have gone London the age 
twenty-two, and, out the fire his elemential genius 
have created and fashioned thirty-seven dramas replete 
with the wisdom profound scholarship, the knowledge 
law, philosophy, ancient and modern languages, the 
customs courts and the deepest intuitions born uni- 
versal experience. quite true that the curriculum 
genius transcends all knowledge; but even genius has its 
limitations, and there are facts acquired knowledge 
which impossible for genius duplicate. 


should not forgotten that the England the days 
Shakespeare was “fierce, jovial, rude, hearty, brutal 
and pugnacious the common people were 
densely ignorant—that Stratford, with its fifteen hun- 
dred inhabitants, only six aldermen out the nineteen 
could read write; and that the little town possessed but 
two three dozen books all. recorded, too, that 
1570 the scholars Trinity College, Cambridge, 
consumed two thousand two hundred and fifty barrels 
beer. 

But return the plays, giving William Shakespeare 
credit for their creation, should observed that, while 
these dramas the author presents human life 
collectively its unity, also presents dis- 
tributively its divisions. touches life every side 
and deals with every phase character—with kings, 
statesmen, courtiers, great rulers, great captains, great 
speakers, great doers. Shakespeare possessed that incar- 
nation poetic genius which individual man seems 
embrace the whole ‘circle human life both its 
intuitions and its experience. 


Elizabethan theatre differed very much, indeed, from 
the theatre today. There was proscenium, cur- 
tain, scenery. either side the stage sat, 
chairs, the elite the audience, smoking pipes, after to- 
bacco came into use, eating fruit and making game the 
performance. The actors wore gorgeous clothes recent 
fashion and maintained all the dignity they could between 
the two groups spectators. For such stage were all 
the plays Shakespeare written. 


Referring the place and influence the theatre 
England during the early years Shakespear, Emerson 
writes: “Shakespeare’s youth fell time when the 
English people were importunate for dramatic entertain- 
ments. The court took offense easily political allusions 
and attempted suppress them. The Puritans, growing 
and energetic party, and the religious among the Anglican 
Church, would suppress them. But the people wanted 
them. houses without roofs 
poraneous enclosures country fairs were the ready 
theatres strolling players. The people had tasted this 
new joy; and could not suppress newspapers now— 
no, not the strongest party—neither then could king, 
prelate Puritan, alone united, suppress organ 
which was ballad, epic, newspaper, caucus lecture, Punch 
and library the same time. Probably king, prelate and 
Puritan all found their own account it. had become 
all causes national means conspicu- 
ous that some great scholar would have thought 
treating English history—but not whit less con- 
siderable because was cheap and account like 
paker’s shop. The best proof its vitality the crowd 
writers which suddenly broke into this field: Kyd, 
Marlowe, Greene, Jonson, Chapman, Dekker, Webster, 
Heywood, Middleton, Peele, Ford, Massinger, Beaumont 
and Fletcher.” 

connection with blank verse should remembered 
that Marlowe, the author Tamburlaine, indicated its 
dramatic capabilities before Shakespeare; for the might 
and masterdom of.his genius freed, with the first wave 
his imperial hand, the stage the litter rude 
whose crumbling walls, Swinburne tells us, 
fell before the trumpet blast his Tamburlaine. There 
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are two great sources for Shakespeare’s plays: 
Lives Great Romans and Holinshed’s Chronicles. But 
the student should remember that for dramatic purposes 
Shakespeare takes all kinds liberties with history, 
for instance, Hamlet, Julius Caesar and Macbeth. 

interesting note the growth and development 
Shakespeare’s mind—its springtide, its summertide and its 
full fruitage the mellow years autumn. 
thought and art the works Shakespeare testify 
the youth manhood his genius; now rioting lux- 
uriantly flower and figure, now burning with all the 
force and fire noontide sun. 


The springtide his dramatic work extends 
1595, and, within these eight years, were written Venus 
and Adonis; Titus Andronicus; Love’s Labor’s Lost; 
Comedy Errors; Midsummer Night’s Dream; Two Gen- 
tlemen Verona; Henry VI; Troilus and Cressida; 
crece; Romeo and Juliet; Richard Richard III and 
King John. The summertide his labor extends from 
1596 1602, during which wrote: The Merchant 
Venice; The Taming the Shrew; Henry The Merry 
Wives Windsor; Henry Much Ado About Nothing; 
You Like It; Twelfth Night and the Sonnets. 


this middle period Shakespeare that the 
student must turn would desire study the per- 
fection language Shakespeare—language clear and 
adequate the thought and thought expressed style 
pure and luminous. 


The third period, autumntide, extends from 1602 
1613, and, during this period, Shakespeare produced: 
Hamlet; Measure for Measure; Julius Caesar; Othello; 
Macbeth; King Lear; Antony and Cleopatra; Coriolanus; 
Timon Athens; Pericles; The Tempest; Winter’s Tale 
and Henry VIII. 

Shakespeare’s tragedies the most 
doubtedly King Lear. This the most elemental, pri- 
meval and Titanic, its conception. Othello marks the 
culmination Shakespeare’s art dramatist. 
Julius Caesar have Roman massiveness construc- 
tion and severity outline. Antony and Cleopatra 
steeped the languor and luxury the East. 
critic tells “the Roman play has the definiteness and 
solidity sculpture, while the Egyptian has the glow and 
radiancy painting.” 

The two most lyrical dramas Shakespeare are: 
Midsummer Night’s and Romeo and Juliet. The 
latter tragedy youth, love and death. The Comedy 
farce. Love’s Labor’s Lost comedy dialogue; 
while Two Gentlemen Verona romantic narrative 
comedy. Shakespeare’s comedy may said rather 
comedy life than comedy manners. The greatest 
comic character Shakespeare’s plays unquestionably 
Falstaff. This fat rogue, full good sherris sack, ap- 
pears two Shakespeare’s plays—Henry and The 
Merry Wives Windsor. Jack Falstaff gross brag- 
gart without conscience and naturally immoral 
there were morals. Henry IV, The Merry Wives 
Windsor and The Taming of.the Shrew there unmis- 
takable reference Warwickshire. 

interesting note the resemblance between cer- 
tain characters Shakespeare. For instance, there are 
hints Hamlet’s mood the character Jacques 
You Like It, and there also something re- 
semblance between Brutus and Hamlet. 

may observed that The Merry Wives Windsor 
the only play dealing with the English life Shakes- 
peare’s time. was essentially man his 
time and his time was incredibly frank and coarse 
speech. this respect note the language Dame 
Quickly and Jack Falstaff The Herry Wives 
Windsor and that the nurse Romeo and Juliet. 
writer tells us, “the coarseness and obscenity his 
work were the dust the road along which traveled.” 
Compared, however, with other men his age and voca- 
tion, Shakespeare was singularly refined taste and clean 
speech. The great dramatist ethically sound through- 
out the entire body his work; and notwithstanding 
certain coarseness here and there language, his entire 
works are much more wholesome than many the writers 
today irreprochable vocabulary. 


study Shakespeare’s verse reveals the fact that 
with the gradual maturity his genius manifested 
his dramatic compositions the character his verse 
passed from the recitative the spontaneous. The 
recitative metre-bound—the thought being orbed the 
metre and the individuality the verse preserved. The 
spontaneous the later form Shakespeare’s verse when 
the movement the verse brought into complete sub- 
jection the movement the thought.

Now word some Shakespeare’s principal 
characters. Richard III and are his two chief vil- 
lains. His most subtle and enigmatical character, through 
whom all humanity speaks, Hamlet. But course 
Hamlet not insane. How could drama built around 
character who does not possess free agency? Besides, 
Shakespeare never duplicates his characters. Because 
this only Ophelia really insane the play Hamlet 
and Lear the drama King Lear. 


Among the female characters drawn Shakespeare 
three the most beautiful are the two Portias respec- 
tively Julius Caesar and the Merchant Venice and 
Imogen. The character Cleopatra masterpiece. 
What extreme contrast affords Imogen. 


the comic characters Shakespear have al- 
ready indicated that Falstaff the chief thesé. 
have found five well defined fools Shakespeare. Launce, 
the confiding fool, the Two Gentlemen Verona; 
Malvolio, the sentimental fool Twelfth Night; Launcelot 
Gobbo, the conceited fool the Merchant Venice, and 
Bottom the dramatic fool and Dogberry the official fool 
Midsummer Night’s Dream. Then there remains 
Touchstone, the satirist, You Like It; Thersites, 
the Troilus and Cressida, and Autolycus the 
rogue Winter’s Tale. 


has always seemed that the genius Shakes- 
peare greatest and most resplendent his tragedies. 
The dialect most native his mighty soul the ver- 
nacular sorrow—of suffering—of despair. 
tragedy that makes character most reveal 
the soul were unmask itself the full plenitude 
its beauty and power. Shakespeare is, indeed, true the 
comic life, but seems most his own nature the 
tragic. Hamlet and Macbeth and Othello and Lear repre- 
sent well the elemental powers tragedy. They voice 
the soul man swept passion—stung fate. The 
tragedies Shakespeare strike down the root things 
while the comedies Shakespeare play only upon the 
surface life and involve catastrophe. them 
bound neither the ruin nor restoration soul. 

Here word the technique, architecture and di- 
visions play. Shapespearean tragedy falls logically 
into two parts—the rising and falling action whose point 
junction called the climax turning point. Then 
there the action the two contestants. the one case 
the hero takes the initiative and aggressive, the 
other passive. the first the hero most active 
the rising the second does not come 
his fullest suppression until the falling action. Samples 
the first are found Macbeth, Romeo and Juliet, and 
Richard III; and example the second Othello. 

The purpose the introduction drama pre- 
pare the listener for the play—put him possession 
enough facts enable him follow the play in- 
telligently. The Germans call-this introduction, Vorspiel. 
The introduction usually strikes the keynote the play 
the Witch Scene Macbeth, the Mob Scene Julius 
Caesar, the Night Watch the battlements Hamlet, 
and the Street Brawl Romeo and Juliet. 

The student should study side side tragedy 
Aeschylus and tragedy Shakespeare. Greek tragedy 
marked objectivity and outwardness, and Shakes- 
pearean tragedy introspectiveness 
ness. should here noted that was the Roman 
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dramatist, Seneca,, who bestowed upon tragedy the con- 
fidential nurse and faithful servant. woman appeared, 
the English stage, female characters, till many years 
after Shakespeare’s time, these being always assigned 
boys. Spain was one the first countries Europe 
assign female characters women the stage. 


the religion Shakespeare doubt very much 
if, either internal evidence his plays, external evi- 
dence his life, will ever solve the question satisfactorily. 
pretty certain, however, that his father, John 
Shakespeare and his mother, who was the Arden 
family, were Catholics; and furthermore, have his- 
torical evidence that many families Stratford, 
Shakespeare’s time, despite the severe enactments 
Queen Elizabeth, maintained integrity the Catholic 
faith. 


believe, too, that Shakespeare was Catholic 
heart, evidenced the fact, that has never mis- 
represented ridiculed, his plays, either the Catholic 
priesthood the tenets the Catholic faith, though 
lived time when such misrepresentation and ridicule 
would have brought him both favor and approval. One 
thing quite certain, that, ten silent centuries speak 
through the Divine Comedy Dante, many centuries 
Catholic England made the dramas 
Shakespeare. 


The two chief theatres London, the time 
Shakespeare, were the Globe and Blackfriars; the former 
hexagonal structure was built Richard Burbage, 
the actor, and the latter, which stood the site now 
occupied the London Times, the father Richard 
Burbage. was with the Globe theatre that Shakespeare 
was connected before retired Stratford. Shaeks- 
peare’s theatrical company was known Lord Cham- 
berlain’s men, and the dramatist’s name appears many 
lists principal actors and, least, two Ben Jon- 
son’s plays. According Rowe Shakespeare’s most not- 
able role was the ghost Hamlet. also appeared 
Adam You Like It. The records show that dur- 
ing successive seasons Shakespeare’s company visited 
among other places the provinces Oxford, Shrewsbury, 
Coventry, Dover, Bristol, Bath, Rye and Folkestone. 

The Globe theatre, which was burned 1613, held 
2,000 and its annual receipts amounted $200,000 cur- 
rent values. The performances were given three o’clock 
the afternoon and were announced the hoisting 
flags and blowing trumpets. our day the Passion 
Play Oberammergau announced the firing 
cannon. 

critical editions Shakespeare’s plays these were 
begun Nicholas Rowe 1709; and during the close 
the eighteenth century and beginning the nineteenth 
century appeared the critical work Capell, Malone, 
Coleridge, Hazlett and Lamb. These were later followed 
during the last half the nineteenth century the work 
Knight, Collier, Hudson, Rolfe, Furness and Furnival. 

Germany such notable writers and critics Ger- 
vinus, Ulrici and Goethe discussed learnedly the dramas 
Shakespeare; while Schiller adapted the German 
stage the tragedy Macbeth and Goethe did the same 


for Romeo and Juliet. The chief translation into German: 


Shakespeare’s plays was done Schlegel and Tieck. 
may added that Schroder was the first domes- 
ticate Shakespeare the German stage. Shakes- 
peare’s own day Burbage used play many the lead- 
ing roles. the seventeenth century Mrs. Sanderson 
played Ophelia Betterton’s Hamlet. should noted 
too that during the eighteenth century the Irish stage 
rivalled the English the brilliancy its stars. Wilks 
and Macklin and Barry and Mrs. Woffington were not 
surpassed any English actors actresses their 
day; while Ireland contributed three writers comedy— 
Congreve, Farquhar and Sheridan, unsurpassed any 
dramatists their time. 

1776 Garrick took leave the stage and 1812 
Mrs. Siddons retired from the stage. She was sister 
Charles Kemble, the great Shakespearean actor, her 
greatest achievements the stage being Lady Macbeth 
and Queen Catharine. Then came Edmund Kean, whose

Form and Content. the indefinable charm sum- 
mer evening, “Absent” adds something the sadness 
summer twilight. How pretty and simple the little 
song is! Its real sweetness and wonderfully 
appeal (it might have been written any age, belongs 
all peoples and all times) are best revealed when one 
hears for the first time, sung John Metcalf’s allur- 
ing and appropriate melody. delicately refined 
The central thought is, “though absent, 
you are sometimes very near.” Pathetic may be, even 
tender enough dim the eyes, but altogether above 
the class more tuneful modern sentimental songs which 
say much and mean little! 


Mood. The atmosphere tender pathos suggested 
the title prevails throughout the poem, but pervading 
there thin sweetness spices and dead roses. 
There’s the sadness “long shadows,” “dim eyes” and 
“twilight gloom”; the sweetness “waves sunlight,” 
“smile,” “heart heart whispers,” and “eager answers.” 
The song makes both singer and audience feel that 
far sweeter thing sometimes “feel” the absent near, 
than know them never absent; that absence like parting 
sweet sorrow. 


Movement. “Sometimes” and “thinking,” both with fall- 
ing movement, are used effectively and emphatically 
this poem where rising movement predominates. The 
phrasing coincides with the meter, and pleasing effect 
the result. The short giving lightness, are length- 
ened the song reputation. This repetition really 
adds the exquisite grace the movement. The trochees, 
agreement with the title, heighten the note 
ing characteristic the verses. Not often fin 
dignity movement admirably wedded grace 
movement “Absent.” 


Tone—Color. the music itself, the poem 
sent” notable for its sweetness, delicacy, and pathos 
Technical embellishments are sparingly used. The repeti- 
tion whisper and heart sweetens the melody the 
second line the second stanza. that line also oc- 
curs the only initial alliteration used besides that see 
and smile line four the first stanza.

The poet sees 
the little waves sunlight between the shadows; the 
latter typefying perhaps the long hours separation; the 
former, the moments when thought brings the dear ab- 
sent near. twilight hears the trees “whisper heart 
heart;” and because his own heart far away, 
knows not what hears, and eagerly answers loved, 
but unheard voice. 

Note how admirably balanced the stanzas are. The 
first contains images appealing sight, the second those 
appealing the ear.

The Meagreness Our Curriculums. 

the programme religious instruction our schools 
systematically arranged? There reserved for 
half hour daily, five days the week, for least eight 
years. all this time being employed the best 
vantage? Children position avail themselves 
this are certainly most generously provided for. They 
are the favored ones God’s creation. Parents receiving 
great assistance the training and sanctification 
the precious charges committed them have everything 
thankful for. Teachers whose privilege 
occupied every day must find this compensa- 
tion for all the sacrifices their lives trial and labor 
demand. Pastors experience untold consolation the 
thought that the little ones their flocks 
the knowledge and practice God’s truth. The 
more contemplate this picture millions innocent 
children beginning their day with whole half hour de- 
voted learning God’s will and God’s ways, the more 
are impressed with its beauty. Truly our opportuni- 
ties are beyond estimating. The question really are 
turning them the best account? 


goes without saying that great work carried 
out detail demands thorough system. Division the 
work according grades with equitable distribution 
over the entire eight years clearly necessary. Gradua- 
tion must take into account not only the respective ca- 
pacities pupils different stages development, but 
also their spiritual needs all ages and stages. with 
every other line study, interest must maintained 
throughout. All the time they must learning some- 
thing new. There must unceasing variety the in- 
formation imparted well the method impart- 
ing. True is, five classes weekly for eight years will 
make immense demands upon our store information, 
all these conditions are fulfilled. There nothing 
fear, however; the subject are handling will not 
earily exhausted. succeed this there must 
not only the right text-book, but series right text- 
books, carefully graded suit the requirements each 
stage the pupil’s progress. 

feared, very much feared indeed, that such 
perfection system exists only the exceptional case. 
are justly proud our parochial schools, are 
willing make any sacrifice for them, are uncompro- 
mising reserving ample provision time for religious 
instruction, regularly remind teachers that this their 
primary, essential duty, and usually fail define, 
regulate, methodise the work such way will 
enable both teacher and class make the best use 
that immense proportion time they are obliged 
devote it. 


widespread has been this absence gradation and 
variety, such little attention given year year amel- 
iorate conditions, that there are many schools and groups 
Catholic children who, for eight long years more, 
know only one single text-book religious instruc- 
tion. With the assistance catechism containing less 
than hundred pages questions and answers, the 
teacher supposed find sufficient matter for daily 
drill lasting from the age six fourteen. feel quite 
assured many readers The Journal can hold their 
right hands testimony personal experience pre- 
cisely here described. During all the years school 
attendance, Sunday School, there was before them that 
task learning catechism—the catechism rather—there 
was only one, course. Whoever heard any other? 


Now all this going still, not the same extent, 
least great extent. There are still millions 
children who know only one catechism. What more, 
they are told over and over that, having pored over 
and memorized word for word and been interrogated 
ten years, they must not suppose they shall have all 
mastered its contents then. There truth this last 
remark, especially the reference some the 
catechisms placed the hands our children. Because 
their unintelligible language, long definitions, complex 
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structure, unfamiliar expressions, etc., thousands well- 
meaning Catholics after years struggle have grasped 
but modicum the contents. 

What the explanation this extraordinary phenom- 
ena—this providing classes children with but one small 
text-book for entire course religious instruction? 
Here subject for investigation, great fact deserving 
the very closest examination. Let try see through 
it. The longer gpend looking for comprehensive 
answer, the more thoroughly shall convinced that 
two considerations only conspire maintain this prac- 
tice inviolable. 

The first motive has been one rigid economy. Now, 
please not laugh; are dealing with stern facts. 
not fact that our policy throughout has been pro- 
vide children with the cheapest possible manual re- 
ligious instruction; reduce the outlay parents would 
asked make upon the most important all duties 
the last conceivable minimum? Was not boast 
European countries that whole family were given 
complete religious education with penny catechism? 
Here America, until very recent years, would not 
have been considered outrage exact more than 
nickel for catechism? made any difference 
whatever the deserving poor, both pastor and teachers 
looking after them this particular with unstinted gen- 
erosity. For whose benefit besides this wonderfully 
systematic economy religious text-books intended? For 
whom necessary? Even the most carefully man- 
aged school districts the secular education the child 
costs from thirty fifty dollars annually. And are 
still hold the theory that the outlay his religious 
education should not exceed five cents for period 
eight years! Not merely this; many cases that five- 
cent catechism expected meet the needs three 
four members the family once. Meanwhile there 
unanimous and universal profession belief that Chris- 
tians are sanctified their generosity the cause 
religion, that every dollar, every nickel given the 
church decided spiritual gain. 


While these strenuous endeavors minimize the finan- 
cial burden have had much with the pupils being 
kept year after year poring over the same eighty 
hundred pages the catechism, another cause has existed 
equally indefensible and more deep-seated. Reduced 
proposition would simply this: Since the catechism 
must memorized, multiplying books will confuse. For 
the same reason, the more condensed the contents any 
given catechism the better. Such the explanation reg- 
ularly given. Children are deprived many means 
assistance available, classes are deprived 
the interest possible through series graded text- 
books, subservience stubborn policy which claims 
religion cannot taught schools without learning 
rote some four hundred four hundred and fifty 
specially and rigidly constructed sentences. 

Once more insist upon asking the question, “Who 
said this the only way the best way learn our 
religion?” Can one authority the pedagogy re- 
ligious instruction quoted favor the practice? 
vogue, almost universally vogue, but there 
man woman living who can tell where when 
the practice had its origin who its author? any 
its supporters prepared, result historic study, 
show that owes its adoption the past and its 
preservation since anything but survival bad peda- 
gogy, which affected nearly all branches school work 
down the present previous generation? 


Meanwhile our curriculum religious instruction re- 
mains meagre and stilted through the continuance this 
unrelenting abuse. Every parochial school teacher would 
welcome more variety. Every pupil would breathe sigh 
relief upon hearing that those pages questions and 
answers which had often give account are 
disappearing from the daily bill fare. period 
two years surely long enough spend upon book 
‘of less than one hundred pages. take for granted 
that any class within two years familiar with the con- 


tents school reader, which then makes way for an-. 


other more advanced. Why not expect equal progress 
the study religion? Why cannot four catechisms 


properly graded mastered the eight years pri- 
mary school attendance. Text-books suit each step 
this plan are already available. would not 
ficult make satisfactory selection. Beginners will 
provided with first communion catechism, matter 
course.
